Fifty-eight night clubs in 
New York were padlocked, quite a

Bootleg liquor will some day score the biggest 
victory for prohibition laws possible, people will 
come to the point where bootleg liquor cannot 
be consumed, it will become soi! vile that the 
seasoned campaigner will be unable to stomach 
even a small portion, then will prohibition be in 
force, for when the consumer ends the demand 
then the supply is likewise going to halt.

Esquire, laughs behind his hand at the antics of 
the other fellow who is under the influence of 
bootleg liqhor, just so long is prohibition going 
to be declared a failure.

of whiskey, then there is going to be an about 
face on the part of citizenship, Volsteadism is 
going to have hundreds of thousands of adher­ 
ents, light wines and beer advocates will swing 
into the prohi ranks overflight.
